“If a biological weapon were un- 
leashed on St. Louis, it would 
sneak up on us. It would not 
necessarily give us any warning— 
no explosion, no sudden change. 

“All that would happen might 
be that more and more people 
would begin to be sick.” 

Proposal for Records. 

As part of an expanded air- 
sampling program, the health 
commissioner proposed that rec- 
ords be made of normal “bacterio- 
logical populations” of the air in 
target areas and in_ strategic 
buildings and installations, under 
a variety of conditions. 

Other proposals by Dr. Smith 
to strengthen the city’s biological 
warfare defense were: 

Extended methods of testing 
water and milk. 

Employment of an epidem- 
jologist—a trained observer of 
epidemics. 

Designation of certain labora- 
tories as centers for detection 
of “pathogenic agents” sus- 
pected of originating from bio- 
logical warfare attacks. 

Registration of all persons 
trained in bacteriology and al- 
lied fields. 

Decentralization of laboratory 
facilities. ; 

Discussing the need for an epi- 

demiologist, Dr. Smith said: “The 
first intimation of an attack with 
biological warfare agents. will 
come some days after the attack 
and will depend upon the appear- 
ance of illness resulting from ex- 
posure. . 

“The key person in unraveling 
these serious problems is the epi- 
demiologist. The St. Louis health 
division at the present time has 
no trained epidemiologist as such, 
which obviously presents a very 
serious deficiency.” 

Three-Fold Duty. 

The health commissioner said 
an epidemiologist would have a 
three-fold duty in connection with 
civil defense: 

Alertness to unusual or mys- 
terious illnesses or dea 

Starting of necessary investi- 
gations as soon as a biological 
warfare attack is suspected. 

Adoption of measur.s to con- 
trol the situation. 

Dr. Smith pointed out that pres- 
ent methods of testing water and 
milk “would not have signifi- 
cance” in biological warfare. 

Calling attention to a recent 
publication issued by the Presi- 
dent’s office, he said: “We must 
therefore, take it for granted that 
an enemy can attack us with in- 
fectiou: agents or biological tox- 
ins which are stable, resistan* to 
heat ar” drying and to sunlight, 
capable of quantity production, 
and suitable for dissemination in 
the air, water, milk and other 


ds.

Deputies in local offices will 
fix the length of the disqualifica- 
tion according to the seriousness 
of the misconduct, Connole said.

CBS Estimates Initial Audience at 40,000 — 
Dumont Puts on Rival Program 


With Own System. 


NEW YORK, June 26 (AP)— 
The Columbia Broadcasting sys- 
tem, whose color television sys- 


tem won out over that of RCA- 
Victor in a contest that was car- 
ried to the Supreme Court, put 
an hour-long, star-studded show 
on the air yesterday in the first 
commercially-sponsored color pro- 
gram. 

Seven sponsors paid $1000 each 
for one-minute announcements 
via the new medium, while nine 
other sponsors paid $275 each just 
for mention of their products on 
the show. 

They paid for a limited audi- 
ence, however. Color television 
sets will not be generally avail- 
able for some months, and even 
demonstration sets are limited. 
Ordinary sets need converters to 
get the color broadcasts in color, 
and adapters to get them even in 
black and white. 

CBS estimated that 40,000 per- 
sons saw yesterday's first spon- 
sored color program. 

CBS said there are at least 
1000 sets in the New York area 
alone, that have been home-built 
or home-converted for color 
broadcasts. .CBS estimated that 
for the big premiere there were 
an average of 10 persons watch- 
ing each of those sets. 

In Boston, Washington, Balti- 
more and Philadelphia thousands 
more watched special demonstra- 
tions set up by local stations. 

In the CBS main studios in 
New York, about 400 people from 
the industry, sponsoring firms, 


and the press, and a few distin- 
guished visitors, watched on a 
variety of sets as the color tele- 
cast came in from the CBS up- 
town studios. 

A host of CBS talent starting 
with Arthur Godfrey, who has 
become an enthusiast over color 
TV, included Ed Sullivan, Faye 
Emerson, Gary Moore, Sam Le- 
venson, Isabel Bigley, Robert 
Alda, the New York City Ballet, 
the Bil Baird Marionettes and 
Archie Bleyer’s orchestra.

Survival of the United Nations 


That “Music in the Air” is one 
of the best musical plays ever. 
put together was proved, if it 
needed proving, again last night 


at Municipal Opera where it 
opened a week’s run as 
production of the season. The 
fourth revival since 1934 of the 
Jerome Kern-Oscar Hammer- 


theater is bound to be one of 
the shining lights of this season. 
It provided an immensely enjoy- 
able evening for the crowd which 
braved a rainstorm to attend, and 
was. forced to wait for a 35- 
minute late start because of the 
caprices of the weather, which 
has been giving Muny Opera a 
bad time this summer. The seat 
sale was 7500, but the actual 
number present was probably a 
thousand less than that because 
of the rain. 

This “Music in the Air” re- 
mains as refreshing as when it 
was first produced — a perfect 
integration of a score that has 
character as well as lilt and a 
sophisticated comedy book of real 
substance which is head and 
shoulders above the usual light- 
weight or trite musical script. It 
has gaiety and‘ verve, satire and 
some subtlety. Its characters are 
three-dimensional for a change. 
Real people emerge on the stage. 
They have been given something 
to say other than to sketch in the 
outlines of a silly plot or provide 
song cues. But above all, the 
musical has a civilized charm. It 
captures the warm glow of ge- 
muetlichkeit, which is an elusive 
thing and not to be conjured up 
merely- by having a bunch of 
actors wave beer steins or slap 
each other on the back. It is a 
play which could stand on its own 
feet, but which is enhanced by 
music. 

Temperamental prima donnas 
and egotistical stormy playwrights 
or directors are common in the- 
atrical stories, but Frieda Hats- 
feld and Bruno Mahler have been 
dressed up with some delightful 
touches in this — the diverting 
scene where they sing a theatrical 
love duet in her dressing room 
while her maid struggles to put 
the finishing touches on her cos- 
tume, is a case in point. And the 
idea of the Bavarian village rus- 
tics cruelly disillusioned by the 
worldly stage people of the big 
city, Munich, is given astringency 
in its pathos by making it clear 
the village folk were fish out of 
water, and better off for being 
disillusioned. 

Kern’s music, besides being 
melodic, colors the action. The 
ubiquitous “I’ve Told Every Little 
Star,” one of the ‘most engaging 
tunes he ever wrote, has the 
tinkling simplicity of a cowbell 
and the limpid freshness of cold 
spring water, and serves as a re- 
curring reminder of the simple 
joys of mountain life.

Slow and Cumbersome. 


Nor could it have acted then 
had not Russia been on a “walk- 
out” from the Security Council 
and not present to exercise the - 
inevitable veto. That weakness 
was circumvented, on Secretary 
of State Acheson’s motion, when 
the U.N. Assembly was clothed 
with authority to act in cases of 
aggression, so that thereafter the 
Security Council was bypassed. 

That took time. It took far too 
much time, too, to get around to 
declaring Communist China an 
aggressor and more time to get 
an embargo on shipment of war 
materials to China due to Britain’s 
attitude. 

So, while the U.N. has kept 
intact and survived, it still is a 
slow-moving, cumbersome county.

2. The future In Korea. The 
cease-fire group’s report went to 
the Assembly Political Committee, 
along with five main principles, 
approved by the committee Jan. 
13. The first was a cease-fire 
with adequate safeguards. The 
second was use of a cease-fire— 
achieved either through formal 
arrangements or a lull in hostili- 
ties pending such arrangement— 
to consider further steps. The 
third was withdrawal of non-Ko- 
rean forces in stages, and arrange- 
ments for Korean self-determina- 
tion in accordance with U.N. prin- 
ciples and Assembly aims of a 
unified, independent, democratic, 
sovereign state. The fourth was 
interim arrangements for admin- 
istration. 

3. The Future Outside Korea 
The five principles, approved Jan. 
13, called for a political canfer- 


ence as soon as agreement was 
reached on a cease-fire, to include 
Britain, the United States, Soviet 
Union and Communist China, to 
seek settlement of Far Eastern 
problems, including, among oth- 
ers, the future of Formosa and 
China’s U.N. seat.

In fact, he 
has said the United States would 
oppose letting Formosa fall into 
Red hands, and would go into the 
International Court of Justice, if

Advantages of Proposals. 

What are the advantages of 
these plans for the United States 
and the U.N.? 

1. A cease-fire with true safe- 
guards would return peace to 
South Korea, for which the U.N. 
went into battle. 

2. It would save lives on all 
sides—as against 1,165,000 Com- 
munist casualties and 317,000 U.N. 
and South Korean battle cas- 
ualties, thus far. 

3. It would allow negotiations 
for unification to start over

N THIS day and age, in case 
| you didn’t know it, hospitals 

have to scout resident physi- 
cians like ball clubs scout likely 
young pitchers. One of the best 
in the business is Elmer Mosee, 
superintendent of People’s Hos- 
pital, a Negro hospital at 2221 
Locust. Mosee has done pretty 
well because he has left the 
beaten paths and found men in 
unexpected places. During the 
last few years he has had several 
young doctors from Haiti on his 
staff. dn fact, there are four of 
them there now serving as resi- 
dents before they go back to 
Haiti to practice medicine. 

Not long ago, being badly in 
need of another physician, Mosee 
bethought himself of the possi- 
bility of getting a doctor from 
among the many displaced per- 
sons in Europe waiting to get to 
the United States. He presented 
his problem to Miss Marie 


Schwartz, executive director of. 


the Jewish Employment and Voca- 
tional service, and Miss Schwartz 
set the machinery in motion. To- 
day People’s Hospital has a new 
resident physician in the person 
of Dr. Stephanus Abraham of 
Budapest, more recently of Ger- 
man DP camps, 

I went over to the hospital 
with Miss Schwartz to seé Dr. 
Abraham the other day, and al- 
though he turned out to be a 
handsome middle-aged man, both 
amiable and impressive, our visit 


was handicapped somewhat by the 
fact that he could speak little or 
no English and I could speak 
even less German or Hungarian. 

We ,sat down to talk in the 
hospital waiting room, and Miss 
Schwartz explained how she man- 
aged to get Dr. Abraham and 
his family to this country, When 
Mosee asked her to get him a 
DP doctor, she had none listed 
in her files, so she referred his 
request to the New York Associa- 
tion for New Americans who in 
turn passed the request along to 
the Committee for Service to 
Foreign-born Physicians which is 
a part of the United Service for 
New Americans.

HIS’. organization submitted 
T the name of Dr. Abraham, a 

Hungarian Roman Catholic. 
Dr. Abraham and his wife and 
19-year-old daughter, Judy, had 
been trying to get to America 
from a DP camp in Germany ever 
since the new DP law was passed 
permitting former Army officers 
to enter this country. Dr. Abra- 
ham was a lieutenant colonel in 
the Hungarian Army. 


Dr. Abraham’s contact in the 
States had been Father Victor 
Suren of the National Catholic 
Welfare council here -in St. Louis, 
and the Rev. John DeGyarmathy 
of St. Louis, sponsored the family. 

So by the time the Abraham 
family got-.to St. Louis a couple 
of weeks ago, just about every 
color and creed had had a hand 
in helping them, a Negro hospital,

a Jewish welfare agency, a Cath- 
olic welfare agency and a non- 
sectarian agency — the United 
Service for New Americans. And 
to complete the picture, when it 
was found that no.quarters were 
available for the doctor’s family 
at the hospital, S. W. Stein, own- 
er of a hotel not far from the 
hospital, provided free quarters 
for the Abrahams until they could 
get established. 

Dr. Abraham explained, in halt- 
ing English and with an apolo- 
getic air, that he had studied 
English and thought he knew it, 
until he came to America. One 
gathered that the English he had 
studied in Hungary bore little 
relation to what he has encoun- 
tered over here. 


Born in Budapest, he attended 
medical school at the University 
of Kolozvar. He was in the first 
World War, entering as an infan- 
tryman and coming out a first 
lieutenant. He continued his 
medical studies after the war and 
was graduated from Pazmany 
Peter University in 1921. 

After working for four years 
in three Hungarian hospitals, he 
went into the Hungarian Army 
as a physician. He became a lieu- 
tenant colonel and at one time 
was commander of a garrison hos- 
pital.
